TTTere was a continual up- 
roar of cheers and 
cries 
of “ Hang: 
him!” 
A man with a sledge-hammer 
worked his way through the crowd, 
and a rush was made toward the court 
house gate. 
Then the man with the 
sledge-hammer darted out of the crowd 
and went toward the rear of the jail. 
He was followed by not over twenty 
armed men. 
This little band entered 
the jail yard from the rear and 
ap­ 
proached the side door. 
Fire or six 
men stood on the south steps as the 
man with the sledge-hammer brought 
is against the door with teriflc fores, 
breaking it in. 
This was the signal 
for the firing by the guards, who were 
stationed inside the south door of the 
jail. Twenty volleys at least were fired < 
by the guards. 
Strange to say, only 
one man was 
killed 
at 
the 
door 
through which the militia fired, 
al­ 
though the guards shot to kill. 
Many 
in the crowd thought the troops were 
firing blanks, and were about to re­ 
new the attack when they were startled 
by the sight of the dead and injured 
being carried away. 
The crowd then 
ran in every direction in an endeavor 
to escape the rain of lead. 
Everybody in the city was out when 
the lynching 
occurred, and 
in 
the 
bright daylight no masks were worn. 
The Real militia had been on duty two 
nights, and they 
did 
the 
shooting. 
Gov. Bushnell had been 
asked 
for 
more troops during the night, and be­ 
fore 7 a. rn. a company from Spring­ 
field arrived. Just then the local com­ 
pany was withdrawn from the 
jail. 
Mayor Ganson met the Springfield com­ 
pany en route from the depot, and sent 
these troops back, saying they were 
t ot wanted. The mob. seeing the way 
cren. then secured a large sledge ham ­ 
mer and broke for the Jail. The ham ­ 
mer was not needed, as Sheriff McLain 
delivered the keys, and the crowd soon 
found Mitchell’s cell. 
Women and children, as well as a 
multitude of men, witnessed the lynch­ 
ing. 
There was no attempt at disguise 
or secrecy. 
The assemblage in the

Urbana, Ohio, June 5.—Three 
men 
dead, two fatally hurt and ten others 
more or less seriously injured is the ter­ 
rible result of the riot early Friday 
morning 
which 
has 
struck 
dis­ 
may 
and 
grief 
to 
the 
hearts 
of 
Urbana's 
people. 
All 
but 
one 
are dead 
by the bullets from the 
guns of the Ohio National Guard, the 
ioeal company of which had come to 
defend the bl u e. Charles Mitchell (col­ 
ored). 
The other is Mitchell himself, 
whose body was hanged from a tree 
four hours after the militia nail done 
such deadly work, iii the ja.l 
yard. 
Then the militia, terrified at what they 
had done, and fearing to remain con­ 
cealed In the 
jail 
longer, 
disguised 
themselves in citizens’ clothes, and one 
by one stole unnoticed out of the side 
door and sought places ot safety. 
The militia fired upon the mob of 
1,500 people at 2:30 o'clock in the morn 
ing. 
At 7:30 Mitchell was taken from 
his cell, kicked and cuffed down the 
stairs and out of doors to the nearest 
ti^e, and, more dead than alive, was 
strung up over the heads of the enraged 
people. 
For an hour hits Ii felt ss body 
was left suspended, and then. by the 
order of the mayor, vvu^ cut down and 
placed in a wooden box. The victims of 
the m ilitia’s work had been taken to 
their homes, and the wounded were 
cared for. 
The anger of the citizens, 
having satisfied itself in

Mitchell, is now turned toward the mi­ 
litia, and many threats are made.

only confirms that view, but shows a 
remarkable similarity to the course of 
prices in the earlier months of 1879, 
when the most wonderful advance in 
production and prices ever known in 
this or any other country was close 
at hand.

Washington, June 5.—The president 
signed 
the 
sundry civil bill Friday, 
which contains the compromise amend­ 
ment concerning the forestry reserva­ 
tions. 
This amendment suspends the 
proclamation of President Cleveland, 
dated February 22 last, under which 
21,000,000 acres were set aside fr:>m 
the public domain as forestry reserva­ 
tions until the 1st of next March. These 
reservations are in the states of Wy­ 
oming, Utah, 
Montana. 
Washington, 
Idaho and South Dakota. 
The lands 
embraced within them are until that 
date subject to sale and entry, under 
the laws, like any other public lands in 
the United States. 
In the meantime 
the secretary of the interior is directed 
to make a survey of the territory in 
question its order that the 
president 
may restore permanently such part of 
them as may be 
thought 
expedient 
without taking from the public domain 
any unnecessary agricultural and min­ 
eral lands, or including any lands that 
have already been taken up by actual 
settlers under the mining and lumber 
claims.

She is a sister-in-law of

Gaumer of Zanesville.

Coroner’s Jury Decide That Physicians 
W ere Responsible For the Demise 
of a Patient W hose Brain W as 
Punctured W ith a P robe—Surgeon 
Had a $30 Diploma. 


Monticello people are discussing a 
sensation. 
A coroner's jury bas de­ 
cided th a t the death of Fred Zuercher, 
who shot himself with suicidal intent, 
was due to the efforts of the physi­ 
cians to locate the bullet in his head. 
In toe seat ch, Zuercher’s orain was 
punctured, and his death followed. 
Zuercher allot himself on 
May IS. 
T he ball was fired into his head, e n ­ 
tering above tile eyes. 
It then ranged 
dow nward, and was not found. L ater, 
tw o physicians, it is said, made an a t­ 
tem pt to locate the bali. 
They used 
metallic probes, which were inserted 
in the wound. 
Failing to find the 
ball near the surface, it is 
6aid th a t 
they pushe the probes into his head, 
until they met with resistance—the 
back of Zuercher’s skull. 
Tnen they 
thought th*»y had located the ball, and 
prepared to extract it. 
M arking well 
the point at the back of the head,they 
trephined the skull, cutting out a 
round pioce of tone. 
No ball wa* 
found, however, and Zneroher expired 
in a short time.

T he facts in the case became known 
to people in this city before Monticello 
people were aw are of w hat had been 
done. 
Osher physic! ins in Mantic .*llo 
were notified of the m atter by Janes-*-

report, w i 6 the attem pt to locate and 
extract the ballet which was supposed 
to have been lodged in the brain.”

in Chicago will be four and a half 
million bushels next Monday, and pos­ 
sibly the supply will decrease one aud 
a half milllou compared with one 
hundred and ninety-three thousand 
bushels a year ago. 
The bear views so general in June 
are largely based on the theory that 
July will bring us large supplies o*
